Ever since the, South African War the 
minds of the intelligent. world have bedén im- 
pressed bythe necessity of rifle shooting be- 
coming part of our national training. Lord 


| Roberts’ views on the subject are too well 


known to be repeated ; it is mainly owing to

school curriculum. In fact there is every hope 
in the future that shooting competitions may 
hold as high a place in the public favour as

Army and Navy, and is now in high favour 
among our own English sailors and soldiers. 
So well do our American cousins think of this 
machine that the following special order has 
been issued within the last few months to the 
Navy Department relating to it: “Gallery 
practice. will be discontinued .on hoard ships 
in commission on the receipt on board of the 
sub-target rifle machine now being supplied. 
Practice with the sub-target rifle machine 
will be held in lieu of the gallery practice 
prescribed in “TheLanding Force and Small 
Arms Instructions,1905,” and the qualification 
entry ‘“B” on enlistment for the records will 
depend on the score made with the sub-target 
rifle machine, precisely asif the firing were 
done at gallery practice. It is not intended 
to restrict the practice at the sub-target rifle 
machine to that necessary to qualify for the 
entry “B” on enlistment records, and as much 
time as is consistent with:the general duty of 
theZcrews should be devoted to this practice,as 
& means of promoting efficiency in the use of 
small arms,” Since the sub-target machine has 
been shown in England within the last two 
years it has been adopted by nearly all the 
English regiments and by every one of the 
public schools. The Navy also is making use of 
it, and doubtless ere long it will be found in 
every shooting gallery that can afford theinitial 
cost of £50. 

Without embarking upon a technical and 
detailed account of this machine, a few /ords 
on its workings may prove of interest to the 
general reader. Any rifle of any ordinary make 
or size can be fitted to the apparatus which 
attaches it to the machine and its weight and 
direction still remain. absolutely in the hands 
of the user. Instead of a long and bullet- 
proof gallery being necessary all that is re- 
quired is a clear space of 20 yards at the end 
of which objective targets are placed varying 
in size to correspond to the distance they re- 
present, No cartridges or ammunition are 
necessary, thus doing away with a great source * 
of expense, though blank cartridges may be 
used at times to accustom the novice to the 
sound. By attaching the rifle to the apparatus, 
where it can be used in any of the three pbsi- 
tions, standing, sitting or prone, it is placed in 
connection with a delicately adjusted pointer 
alongside of it, which exactly follows the 
motions of the rifle and transmits the effect of 
the shot upon a small sub-target placed before 
it. This pointer works in such exact unison 
with the rifle that it is an easy matter to judge 
from its movements ‘the aim that . has been 
taken and the reasons of ite failure or success,

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QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons recently, Mr. 
J. M. Robertson said : I beg to ask the 
Secretary «f State for Foreign Affairs whether 
farther acticn has been taken by the Egyptian 
Government in sequence to the circular which. 
as Lord Cromer states in his Annual Report 
for 1905, page 2, was addressed to the Powers 
suggesting, in anticipation of a renewal ‘jin 
Febroary, 1905, of the fanctions of the Mixed 
Tribonals in Egypt, certain reforms in the 
working of the Bgyptian capitalations ; and 
whether he will Jay upon the table of the 
House <ccpies of the replies received to that 
circular, and other irformation showing the 
present state of the negotiations. 

Sir Edward Grey : The circalar,to which the 
hon. member allndes, invited the Powers to 
take partin an International Commission to 
consider the question of making certain changes 
in the law and procedore of the Mixed Conrts. 
The assent of all the Powers having been 
obtained, the Commission commenced their 
deliberations, with the result that in March 
last, five draft Jaws applivable to foreigners, 
which had been’drawn up by the Commission, 
were submitted to His Msjesty’s Government 
‘for their approvel. His Mejesty’s Government 
to the Government of 
nikyet beon informed 
whether the approval of all’ the other Powers 
has been obtained, The only correspondence 
cf which His Moajasty’s Government have 
cognisance, is that bstween them and the 
Government of Egypt, the purport of which 
I have already notified above. The replies of 
the other Powers will doubtless be dealt with 
in Lord Cromer’s Annual Report, which will 
in due ccurse be laid before the Honse ; the 
matter does not appear to His Majesty's 
Government to-be ot sufficient urgency to 
warrant the immediate publication of separate 
papers.

PROTECTION OF FORESTS. 


The Sadan Government has issued a pro- 
clamation for the protection of forests which 
are called Government Protected Forests, and 
are sitvated in the Province vf Sennar, on the 
banks of the Blue Nile. 

Whosoever (1) trespasses or pastares cattle 
to trespars ; (2) causes any damage by negli- 
gence in felling trees of any description or 
dragging any timber ; (3) strips off the bark or 
leaves from or otherwise damages any tree ; 
(4) hants, shoots, fishes, or sets traps or 
snares, shell be ponished witha fine which 
may extend to L.E.10, or when the damage 
resulting fromthe cffence amounts to more 
than L.E. 10, to double the amonnt of auch 
damage. 

If fire is put in those forests the fine may 
be L.E. 20 ard the imprisonment six months. 


SUD4N:. HARBOURS AND LIGHTS. 

The “Sddan Government has issued an 
Ordinance for Harbours and Lights in the 
Sudan ports, .The Board will be composed of : 
the Director of Steamers and Boats, the Go- 
vernor of the Red Sea Province, the Controller 
of Harbours and Lights, and such other person 
or persons, if any, as the Governor General 
may from time to time appoint. 

The following shall be harbours for the pur- 
poses of this Ordinanc3: Port Sadan, Suakin, 
and any other port or place which may be 
proclaimed in fature ; and the Harbour Master 
or Acting Harbour Master has the fall power 
in any harbour in which he may be present, 
and his orders must invariably be oteyed. 
Should any person fail to obey he shall be 
liable to be punished with. imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding one month or with a fine 
not exceeding L.E. 5.

T'o a large extent the 
introduction of irrigation into Canada was due 
to the American farmers who crossed the 
border and who know of its advanteges from 
practical experience.

AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 


The only oasis, of the four included in the 
company’s concession, where the work of 
development has begun, is Khargeh, and con- 
sidering the difficulties of transport the work 
that has already. been achieved is very credit- 
able. The concession was signed on July 3rd, 
1903. Two expeditions were despatched 
during the following autumn and the com- 
pany was incorporated on July 29th, 1904. 
The actual work of development beyan in the 
spring of the following year anddrilling com 
menced on March 3rd,1905,at El Der, where a 
plentiful supply of water was found. Shortly 
after the commencement of drilling, water was 
struck at a depth of 25 feet, rising to within 15 
feet’of the surface. On continuing, several 
successive beds containing water were passed 
through,,and at a depth of 382 feet 6 inches a 
true artesian flow was obtained, the bore 
discharging ae 100 gallons per minute, 2 
feet 6 inches above the general surface of the 
surrounding land, This water was of exception- 
ally good quality, the temperature being 
about 824° F. 

Since then the Corporation has made con- 
siderable progress in tapping this inexhausti- 
ble supply, and the following boring rigs were 
working last month, The figures show a good 
record of the progress of the wells up to the 
13th ulto.

Practical agriculture began with a plot 
of rice grown inthe four months after the 
first drilling operations and in October Mr. 
Milne, the well-known agricultural specialist 
of Aberdeen University, was appointed Di- 
rector of the Agricultugal Department of the 
Oasis, He began with a plot. at El Der 
and at the same time Mr. Beadnell, the 
Oases Manager, commenced at the Machina 
Estate, which is the. present headquarters of 
the Corporation in the oasis. Wheat ‘and 
barley were put in. Whenthe sowing was 
finished at the end of last month over 
150 feddans will be under cultivation. Water 
is $0 abundant that, provided hands and 
rigs are forthcoming there is practically no 
limit to what can be done. The only, two 
sites that have yet been touched are at Der 
and Machina ;at the former 500 feddans 
and at the latter 5,000 feddans, are culti- 
vable. The Corporation is entitled to take 
up lands at the rate of 20,000 feddans 
a year, and when the railway is finished, 
this can easily be done in the early years 
of the concession. The staple crops are rice, 
wheat, barley, and dates, There are small 
quantities of dhurra beladi, onions, and lucerne 
grown. It may safely be said that any crop 
grown in the Nile Valley can be also grown 
in Khargeh. The cotton plants are healthy, 
the fibre is good ; and all\ the experiments 
prove that cotton will grow ‘there, The Ash- 


}mouni variety was by far the best yield, and 


this will very probably be the staple type of 
cotton together| with the Afifi, Tomatoes, 
melons and other vegetables grow well, The 
agricultural conditions at Dakhieh are more 
favourable than at Khargeh owing to that 
oasis being more populated and better culti- 
vated than Khargeh, but the latter will be 
just as good when it has been developed and 
there is probably more land to be taken up 
there than in Dakhleh, Both oases will be 
developed together, for the railway will go on 
to Dakhleh, On the road thither it is difficult 
to tell where one oasis begins and. the other 
ends as all the land is cultivable. Experiments 
are now being made in growing eucalyptus, 
sisal for rope fibre. and potatoes for winter 
export to London, Willows, acacias and 
ysisaban’ are easily grown trees. Tho’ fruit 
supply in Khargeh and Dakhleh is capable of 
greatdevelopment. Oranges flourish luxuriant- 
ly, while lemons, apricots, mulberries, bananas, 
figs, and olives grow in abundance.In Dakhleh 
the grapes and peaches are delicious. The dates 
are especially good, better than ivi the Nile 
Valley. Practically any Muit will grow 
well there. The only fruit to which careful 
attention has as yet been given is the 
date, which is the product par @zcellence 
of the Western Oases, and has “been for 
centuries their staple export. Thousands of 
tons ar@carried every year*by pack camels 
across the déSert ‘to the* Nile Valley, where 


they are eagerly sought after owing to their | 
sweetness being far more tharked than they! 


Egyptian daté. When the railway is finished 
all this @xport trade will be taken over 
by the company. The, carrying tréde is now in 
the hands of. Bedonin; and a considerable por-’ 
tion of the trade is done by barter, the dates 
being exchanged for dhurra, etc’ The company’s 
packing centre is at Khaggeh town. Here the 
dates are bougift and selected and despatched 
thence to/Cairo andLondon in special cases. 
A second quality is packed in fibre baskets 
and skins for native and European markets, 
The large quantities that are at present being 
sent off by caravan find a ready market. Mr, 
Bayley is controller of the Date Export, De- 
partment and hasa large staff of natives under 
him, who have been taught to pack the dates 
with the necessary cleanliness, Baharieh will 


aftord a better, opportunity for developing the | 


trade’ in date exports than either Khargeh or | 
Dakhleh for, that oasis is essentially the | 
greatest datep-roducing «centre in Egypt. In | 
Dakhleh and Khargeh there are only seven | 
and a-half and eight palm trees per inhabitant, | 
‘but in Baharieh there are about fifteen trees 
per inhabitant. In Baharieh and Farafra the 
taxation is based on the land cultivated and 
not, as inthe two southern oases, on the 
water and dates, which are taxed fifteen 
milliemes yearly. The number of trees in Baha- 
rich at the 1897 assessment was : apricots, 
4,863, olives, 5,370 and palms 93,000, and ' 
three-fourths of .the whole date production is 
exported.The dates are excellent and the villa- 
ges of that oasis are crowded with camels and 
traders from the Nile Valley each November, 
A camel load of dates, packed in two plaited- 
grass bags, is bought in the oasis for 500 
milliemes, and is sold in the Nile Valley for 
four times that sum, so that the Bedouins, to 
whom the trading is almost wholly confined, 
even allowing for difficulties of transport,make ' 
a good profit. As yet that oasis has not been | 
touched by the Corporation, but its agricultural 
prospects are excellent, and although «ates 
are the only fruit exported, olives, apricots, 
pomegranates, oranges, lemons and figs are 
grown in great number, 

Of the four important manurial ingredients: 
required by crops there are supplies of phos- ! 
phates, lime, and nitrate shales. Potash, the 
least important of the’ four, which does n t ' 
appear to have the importance in Egypt that 
it has elsewhere, has not yet been found in ! 
Khargeh. 

As arule the surface of the land is fairly 
level and well adapted for irrigation purposes. 
There are no heavy stones or other objection- 
able matter to be removed from the surface of | 
the soil. There is little probability of being | 
bothered by obnoxious salts. Not much drainage | 
is required and what is necessary should not 
offer any difficulties, As to the water supply, 
which we have already dealt with in another 
article, it will suffice to say here that the 
underground artesian supply being practically 
inexhaustable the output at the surface may 
be alpfest indefinitely augmented, provided 
the wells are sunk in suitable localities and 
kept sufficiently far apart to avoid: any appre- 
ciable reduction of the hydrostatic pressure, 

With such facilities for irrigation and a soil 
specially suited for agriculture—for loam is 
the basis of a good soil and an alluvial Jake 
deposit of loam is always there—it will be 
acknowledged that the oases of Khargeh and 
Dakhleh contain all the ingredients of an agri- 
cultural paradise. —_, 


N.B.—In the 8th line of the 3rd paragraph 
in our article of Wednesday, the total length 
of the railway line should have been given as 
120 miles, not kilometres (195 kilometres), 
Secondly, 16 lines from the end of the article 
it is said that “the gradient will be 1 in 25.”

STOCK EXPORTS ‘TO EGYPT. 

The cffisial ‘“Cypros G@ zstte” of the 30th 
ulto, publishes a notice in regard to the expor- 
tation of stock from Cypras, drawing attention 
of the fact that as, under the regulations in 
foros in Esypt regarding tha importation cf 
animals, very severe restrictions are imposed 
if guch arrivals are not sccompanied by a 
certificate that they are healthy animals, the 
Government of Cypra, in order ta giva faci- 
lities to exporters and to encourage trade, 
have scoured the services of a veterinary 
surgeon, who will henceforth issue certificates 
under certain regulation:. 

These provide (a) for specified notice to te 
given to the veterinary sargeon by intending 
exporters to enable him to eximine animals 
preyious to shipment; (b) for the eximina- 
tion of such animals by tha veterinary-surge. n 
and the granting by him of a oartificate to 
that effect : the required conditions of payment 
hiving been complied with; and (c) that for 
the present’ such exsmination will be made 
only at the ports of Larnaca, Limassol, Fawa- 
gu.ts, and Papho.
